LORRAINE, Sept. 17.—(Renter's)—It 
is probably not an underestimate to as- 
sume that the Americans in obliterat- 
ing the St.. Mlhlel salient reduced the 
enemy's strength by the equivalent of 
four divisions. 
The victory of the 


Americans was due to German in- 
feriority In numbers and a greater in- 
feriority in morale. 


The enemy \vas so busily occupied 


in getting out of the salient that he 
did not have time to remove his dead. 


The statement coming from the Ger- 


man high command that it is Blad to 
be rid of the salient may be believed, 
but it may be doubted it the command 
is also glad to have lost 15.000 men, 
more than 100 guns, an Innumerable 
quantity of machine guns and trench 
mortars, tons of ammunition and tele- 
graph material, as well 
as 
railroad 


equipment, rolling stock, clothing and 
supplies -which were either burned or 
captured by the Americans. 


False conclusions must not be drawn 


from the results of the operation. 
To 


put it briefly, the Germans did not 
fight and the trifling damage they did 
to the French and Americana proves it. 
The Germans may have done the wisest 
thins, since if they had tried to stand 
their losses would have been increased 
enormously. The allies had the means 
to insure such a result and the fact 
that the operation required only 57 per 
cent, of the time allotted to it, is proof 
triat a much more strenuous resistance 
was expected of the enemy. He was in 
such a hurry, to remove his guns that 
•scores of them were captured without 
having- fired a round at the attackers. 


The Germans already have begun to 


react. The number of enemy airplanes 
has increased greatly and the allies 
are striving to drive them off. 
At 


night the Germans attempt to bomb 
the Americans. 
These things do not 


iuggest a beaten foe and it would be 
the gravest mistake to imagine that 
:he Germans are done with.

appeal offended the public sense- of pa- 
triotism and decency.

needed. No law is necessary. Though 
the offense be not unlawful it is un- 
patriotic. The people won't stand for 


- it. They know the reason for gasoline 
saving. 


Such experiments in democracy are 


helpful to the people in teaching them 
to act as a unit in co-operation with 
their government and thereby exert- 
ing their greatest power in support of 
. the army fighting our 
battles in 


France. 


UNITED DIPLOMACY NEEDED 
The allied powers acting with the 


United States never began to make 
real progress in the war until they 
united 
under 
a 
unilled 
command. 


-President Wilson was instrumental in 
having that plan adopted, 
although 


Premier I^loyd George plnyed n bol 
•*tft In causing England to accept the 


plan. The general effect of that plan 
has been to defeat every purpose that 


;ermany had in mind for the over- 


throw of the allied powers. 
In Bel- 


gium, in France, in Italy and in Russia, 
the allies are united as one power in 
their efforts to overcome the military 
power of Germany and her allies. As 
to the outcome, there is no longer any 
doubt, and the United States is going 
n to hasten the end of the war. as 
much as possible, not by diplomatic 
means or by negotiation, but by hard 
Ighting in the field, and in fact, on 
practically every front on which the 
!oe offers resistance. 


It now remains for the allied powers 


10 show a unified, diplomatic front on 
which there will be a harmony and co- 
operation fully as great ns have been 
shown 
in 
the 
military 
operations. 


There is a slight hiatus among the 
allies as to the terms of peace that 
vill be enforced at the end of the 
war. 
The entente powers have not 


quite accepted the war aims and the 
leace terms as laid down by President 
Wilson. • 


The president's views may not be 


entirely acceptable to some of these 
powers, but any differences of this 
kind will he threshed out at the peace 
council at the end of the war. In or- 
der, however, to offset 
the 
German 


peace offensive, it would be well for 
.he allied powers to present a united 
Vont from the diplomatic standpoint, 
as well as on the field. Plainly, any 
government that treats international 
compacts as "scraps of paper" cannot 
ixpect to be received on equal terms 
among nations whose word of honor is 
always held as binding, even in the 
ace of military necessity. 
United di- 


plomacy is needed to defeat German 
ifforts to divide the allied powers.

SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 
J 


Then I dropped on my stomach. Im- 
mediately a bullet sang over my head 
and hit him. Well, you can imagine 


Corp. Albert P. Dacey of Co. K, 104th 


Infantry, was among those present ;a 
the recent big drive launched by Foch 
against the Germans and in a letter to 
his mother, Mrs. M. H. Dacey 
of 31 


Prospect street, he tells of some of the 
circumstances of the big push as they 
appear to him in retrospection as he is 
resting in a hospital behind the Hnos. 
He appends a poem which is not repro- 
duced because of lack of space. Tne 
letter in part follows: 


July 31. mS. 
Dear Mother: Just a few lines to let 
you know that I am feeling well and 
hope you are all the same. Xo doubt, 
mother, you are worrying about me 
because I hax*e not written before this. 
I have been so busy I didn't have a 
chanco to write or do anything else 
except chase Germans, and let me tell 
you we did a good job on them. You 
have rt-ad all about the great drive in 
the papers. I suppose, so I won't have 
to tell yon anything about It. I am 
having a little rest now behind the 
lines in a hospital xvhich I helped to 
build last winter. 
1 suppose you are 
afraid that I am wounded or some- 
thing else,'eh? Well, don't worry, mu, 
the only thing the matter with me is 
that 1 was all tired out after chasinK 
the Germans five nights and days and 
at last they put up a tight. 
We were advancing on them in skir- 
mish formation when five shells landed 
riftht beside me and 
the concussion 
knocked me down and out, but, 1 sure 
was lucky to get away as easily as 
that, as one fellow who was farther 
away than I was badly wounded. 
I 
didn't evfin get a scratch. If I had not 
bc.-n so tired, those shells would not 
have bothered me at all. But when we 
staried the drive we went so fast that 
our kitchen couldn't keep up with us. 
You remember, ma. the right that 
won us 
the 
decoration? That 
was 
nothing 
like 
what 
we have been 
through since we started the drive. L.ast 
Saturday wo started and the tight we 
had waa a "beaut." We went over at 3 
o'clock in the morning and the Ger- 
mans did not know what to make of it 
without even a barrage. This infantry 
just turned round and ran 
for their 
life, hut the machine gunners stuck 
to their guns and most of them died 
there. 
I am writincr this letter with a ma- 
chine gunnerva 
pencil as he has no 
more use for it. Our company does not 
believe in taking any prisoners and. 
believe me, we did not take many. I 
know I didn't. 
One of my comrades was killed by 
a bullet that was meant for me. So 
you can understand why I didn't want 
any prisoners. 
He was 
walking in 
back of mo in the right position when 
the bullets 
began 
whistling pretty 
close to us. 
So T said. "Down, Ralph!"

That ia what I think after I have seen 
their dirty tricks. 
If the boys keep up the good work 
this war will soon end. Last Sunday 
the boys all went to church. The ser- 
mon was very cood. 
Forty-elght-hour passes are being is- 
sued and we can leave the divisional 
area. Most of us are planning to see 
Paris. Some of the first men to go re- 
turned this evening, their time being 
up tonight. J had an opportunity to 
go first but refused as I had no money.^ 
When I go to Paris I want plenty ol 
money. 
I shall save up for the next 
time, and go to see all the "beauties 
there.

Ebert, chairman of the. social demo- 
cratic party in the German reichstag. 
and that Ebert replied as follows to 
various questions: 


"If the deliberations of the Prussian 


upper house as I assume fall to lead 
to eq.ua! suffrage and if _the_'Sovern- 
mennt should not dissolve the Diet, 
we should adopt an attitude af sharpest 
opposition to the government. 


"Regarding the Brest-Lltovsk treaty, 


I refer you to Herr Scheidemann's dec- 
larations in his report of the confer- 
ence with you at the Hague. 
There 


certainly is no question of 
uncondi- 


tional 
adherence to our Stockholm 


memorandum. 


"I have stated that we are ready at 


an international conference to place 
ourselves on the basis of the neutral 
memorandum of the Dutch-Scandina- 
vian committee of Stockholm. That is 
to say, we make this memorandum our 
own except as regards the question of 
Belgium 
and 
Alsace-Lorraine. 
Re- 


garding Belgium, we differ only from 
the neutral memorandum on the ques- 
tion of compensation. This, however, 
is a question on which an 
attempt 


must be made to reach a compromise 
by verbal discussion. Wo must main- 
tain our standpoint regarding Alsace- 
Lorraine. We are ready to explain our 
standpoint 
when the 
point is de- 


bated."

THE COAL QUESTION 


We are told to "keep the home iires 


burning;" but this (iocs not mean thai 
we are to use fuel lavishly, needlessly, 
•a-astefully. 
Indeed, it >:>H-S not refer 


to real Sres any more ihu!>. it does to 
food, clothing and industrial activity. 
It implies that while we are maintain- 
ing a great army abroad \ve must not 
neglect the welfare of the people at 
home; we must not leave the people 
or any portion of them in want or 
'without the means of earning a com- 
fortable livelihood. 


But the fuel question is now of 


increasing importance as we are on the 
verse of winter. The dully days of 
the late fall will soon be here to call 
for real fires in stove or furnace. But 
in this matter of fuel us of gasoline, 
we must co-operate wiih the govern- 
ment 
by 
economy. 
That 
is one 


of the many ways by which we can 
aid in helping to win the war. 


So it is that we, each o£ us, must 


j figure out ways find means of mak- 


ing our furna.ce fires help lick the 
Huns. 
At first thought, this would 


seem impossible. 
Yet every person 


who fires a stove or furnace may do 
his "bit" toward fighting ihe kaiser 
by- 


Savins fuel! 
' This doesn't mean that we shall go 
cold and freeze; that we shall sit in 
chilly rooms. 
It merely means that 


- we shall heat our homes intelligently. 


That we become efficient firemen in 
our own cellars and kitchens. 
That 


we will get as mush heat energy as 
possible out of the fuel we consume. 
This means that we must add hnowl- 
edge and thought to our flatly Job of 
keeping the home heated economically, 
that is, to keep the maximum o£ heat 
with a minimum of fuel. It won't be

/little. It won't be enough that we are 
.forehanded and lay in our coal early.

The general effect of that plan 
us been to defeat every purpose that 
Germany had in mind for the over- 
hrow oi the allied powers. 
In Bel- 


gium, in France, in Italy and in Russia, 
he allies are united as one power in 
heir efforts to overcome the military 
power of Germany and her allies. As 
o the outcome, ihera is no longer any 
douht. and the United States is groins 
n to hasten the end of the war, as 
nuch as possible, not by diplomatic 
neans or by negotiation, but by hard 
fighting in the Held, and in fact, on 
practically every front on which the 
'oe offers resistance. 


It now remains for the allied powers 


o show a unified, diplomatic front on 
which there will be a harmony and co- 
operation fully as great as have been 
shown 
in 
the 
military 
operations. 


There is a slight hiatus among the 
allies as to the terms of peace that 
\-ill be enforced at the end oi the 
war. 
The entente powers have not 


quite accepted the war aims and the 
peace terms ,is laid down by President 
Wilson. 


The president's views may not be 


•ntirely acceptable to some of these 
powers, but any differences of this 
rdnd will be threshed out at the peace 
council at the end of the war. In or- 
der, however, to offset 
the 
German 


peace offensive, it would be well for 
the allied powers to present a united 
front from the diplomatic standpoint, 
as well as on the field. Plainly, any 
government that treats international 
compacts as "scraps of paper" cannot 
expect to be received on equal terms 
among nations whosewordof honor is 
always held ' as binding, even in the 
face of military necessity. United di- 
plomacy is needed to defeat German 
efforts to divide the allied powers.

GERMAN SOCIALISTS THREATEN" 


GOVERNMENT 


AMSTERDAM", Sept. 17.—Fiete-r J. 


Troelstra, the Dutch 
socialist leader 


who recentlsr was refused admission to 
England on the. ground that 
he 
had 


German sympathies, announces that he 
conferred on Friday 
with 
Friedrich 


Ebert, chairman of 
the 
social demo- 


cratic party in the German reichstag, 
and that Ebert replied as follows to 
various questions: 


"If the deliberations of the Prussian 


upper house as I assume fail to lead 
to equal suffrage and if the govern- 
mennt should not dissolve the Diet. 
we should adopt an attitude af sharpest 
opposition to the government. 


"Regarding the Brest-Litovsk treaty, 


I refer you to Herr Scheidemann's dec- 
larations in his report oil the confer- 
ence with you at the Hague. 
There 


certainly is no question of uncondi- 
tional 
adherence 
to our Stockholm 


memorandum. 


"I have stated that we are ready at 


an international conference to place 
ourselves on the basis of the neutr.il 
memorandum of the Dutch-Scandina- 
vian committee of Stockholm. That is 
to say, we make this memorandum our 
own except as regards the question o* 
Belgium 
and 
Alsace- Lor rair.e. 
Re- 


garding- Belgium, we differ only from 
the neutral memorandum on the ques- 
tion of compensation. This, however, 
is a question on which an 
attempt 


must be made to reach a compromise 
by verbal discussion.
